215 on Of A-rabam his 
Maſter, for the ob- 
taining ofa Wifefor Iſaac, and 
ſaid he began his journey, having 
in his charge ten Camels , with 
ſuch goods delivered unto him 
by Abrabam, as were fit for his 
journey; who journeyed & came 
to a City called Nabar ; where 
comming, he there made his Ca- 
mels to lie downe without the 
City, by a well of water, being e- 
ventide, the time that women u- 
{ed to come for water: and _ 

e 
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he ſaid, O Lord God of my Ma- 
ſter Abraham, beſeech thee ſend 
me good ſpeed this day, & fhew 
thy mercy to him. Loe I Rtand 
by the well of water , whiles the

Now Eſau comming one day 
very hungry & weary out of che 
fields, Facob had made fome por- 
tage, of which Eſau deſired to 
eate; for which Jacob deſired E- 
fau'sbirth-right, who anſwercd, 
loe I am almoſt dead, what is 
then this birth-right ro mee, ſo 
hee ſware unto Jacob to give it

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him, 2nd contemning of it , hee 
{old it; then gave Jacob unto him 
ſome bread and Lentil) Pottage, 
and fo went away. 


And after it caweto paſs that Gen. :**, 


there was a Famine in the land, 
and by the appointmeot of God, 
Iſaac he went to Gerer, and there 
the Lord appeared unto him, 
confirming ts promiſe to Abra- 
bambis Father, and to the ſeede 
of Iſaac. And being at Gere, 
Rebecks being very beautifull, the 
men thereabouts did much look 
after her, infomuch as 7ſaac be- 
ing affraid, he ſaid (he was his fi- 
er. 

And ircame to paſſe one day, 
[ſaac being ſporting with her, 
Abimilech King of the Ph:lrftines 
looking out of a window did ef- 
py it, and called to Iſaac, & ſaid 
to him, ſarely the is thy Wife, 
and why doft thou ſay ſhe is thy 
Siſter ; to whom hee anſwered, 
that he was affraid of his life. 
(gs) Then 
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Then ſaid the King, why haſt 
thou done this ? Tf any one ofmy 
people had lyen with her, thou 
ſhouldſt have brought fin upon 
us. Then eAbimzlech charged all 
his people, ſaying, he that tou- 
cheth this man or his Wife ſhall 
dye the dearh. 

After this, ſaac living in this 
Land, and {owing Corne, the en. 
creaſe was a hundred fold, and 
his Catrell did encreaſe excee- 
dingly. So having a mighty 
houſho'd, and growtng fo great, 
the Pbiliſtenes did envy him, in. 
ſomuch as they filled up the wels 
which were digged in his Father 
eAbravam's time. And being 

rown fo rich and potent, «Ab- 
mrlech bade him be gone, ſaying, 
Thou art mightier then wee a 
great deal. Therefore Iſase de- 
parted, and pitched his Tent in 
the valley at Geray, and there 
dwelr, and opened the Wellsa- 
gain thatthe Ph:lritznes had ſtop.

Lord was with thee, and we uſed 
| thee kindly, and ſent thee away 
| in peace, and therefore let thete 

be now a Covenant betweene us, 
and ler itbe done; the blefſed of 
the Lord doe this. 

Then hee feaſted them , and 
they aroſe betimes in the mor- 
ning, and ſware one to another, 
departing in peace and amity. 

Now when Eſau was forty 
yeares old , hee took to wife Fa- 
aeth a Hittite, and BeſPemath 2- 
nother Hitrite likewife , who 
were a griefe of mindeto [ſac 
j and Rebecka. 

ME Gen. 27. Now [ſaac growing old, and 
"ll his fight failing of him, he called 
for Eſas his eldeſt fonne, who 
cameunto him, to whom he ſaid 
I am now old, and know not the 
day of my death ,z wherefore I 
pray thee take thy bow, and goe 
into the field and kill mee ſome 
Veniſon, and make me ſome i. 
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vory meare, and bring it me, that 
I may bleſſe thee before I dye;

Now Rebecka hcating what. 7. 
(aac had ſaid, after £/au w.is 20ne 
intothe field, (he rold F.1cov what 
Iſaac had ſaid, and pointed Eſau 
to doe, and how he intended ro 
bleſſe him before his death. So 
ſhe commanded him, ſaying. ge 
tothe flecke , and from thence 
bring two Goat-kids; to make 
pleaſant meate for thy Father, 
that hee may bleſſe thee ; then 
ſaid Faceb ro bis Mother, that 
his brother Eſau was rough, and 
himſelfe ſmooth ; by which, if 
his Father ſhould feel, he ſhould 
ſeeme to mock him, & ſo ſhould 
be bring a curſe upon himſelfe in 
ſtead of a bleſſing : but ſhee ſaid, 
let the curſe be upon me : So he 
went and brought them ro his 
Mother,who made plcaſant meat 
thereof, ſuch as 7ſ«ec loved, then

and there ſhall be ſeven years of fa- 
mine, and the famine ſhall conſume 
the land. Now therefore let Pha- 
ra0h look out a man diſcreet and 
wiſc, and ſet him over the land of 
FEoypt,to provide inthe ſeven years 
of plenty, for the famine that ſhall 
tollow : and the counſell was good 
in the eyes of Pharaohand his fer- 
Vants. 

And Pharaoh ſaid unto Foſeph,tor 
as much as God hath ſhewed rhee 
all rhis, there is none ſo diſcreet 
and wile as thou art : therefore thou 
E ſhalt

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ſhalt be over my houſe, and ac- 
cording unto thy word ſhall all my 
pgs be ruled : only inthe throne 
will I be greater then thou: and 
Pharaoh ſet him over the land of E- 
gyprt: and rook off his.

man that you had another brother? 
And they ſaid, The man did aske us 
ſtraight of our ſtate and kindred :

and another King reigning after the 
death of Pharaoh, he was jealous of 
their greatneſle and ſtrength, and 
ren ſet task-maſters over 
them to afflict them with their bur- 
dens, and to keepe them under, -in 
{0 much as they made their lives 
bitter with hard bondage by work 
in morter and brick, and all manner 
of {ervice in the field with much 
rigour: and the King in his jea- 
loufierof them, commanded the 
Midwives to kil the male children, 


and to fave the daughters, thar 
E 3 ſhould 
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ſhould be borne of the Iiraelites : 
but the midwives feared God, and 


would not doe his commands : bur 


exculcd it tothe King. 

And there was a man of the 
houſe of Levi that rook to hima 
wife of his owne tribe, who con- 
ceived and bare him a ſonne being 
a goodly childe, whom for fear ſhe 
hid three moneths : bur when ſhe 
could not longer hide him, ſhe 
made for him an arke of bulruſhes, 
daubing it with ſlime and pitch, 
putting the childe therein, and laid 
it amongſt the flags by the rivers 
fide: 

And his ſiſter ſtood a tarre off to 
ſee 'whar would become of the 
childe. And Pharaohs daughter 
coming downe the river with her 
maides to waſh her ſelfe, found the 
arke, and ſent her maids to fetch it :

an Hebrew woman to nurſe jt; and 
ſhe went and called the childes mo- 
ther, and Pharaohs daughter ſaid

Then the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
and told him of all his pgdmiſes 
unto Abraham and his ſced,to give 
the land of Canaan; and of the 
bondage of Iſrael in Egypr, and his 
Covenant, and ſent him againe td 
Pharaoh to let the children of Ifracl 
0c out of his land : bur all this 
while the children of Ifrael did 
mightily 
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mightily murmur againſt Moſes and 
CAaron; Noſes was then foureſcore 
ycares old, and Aaron foureſcore 
and three.. 

And they went both unto Pha- 
raoh againe, and ©Aaron caſt down 
his Rod before Pharaoh and it be- 
came a ſerpent : and the ſorcerers 
of Pharaoh did the like with their 
inchantments : But Aarons Rod 
{wallowcd up all theirs. 

And as God commanded, Moſes 
and Aaron in the morning they met 
Pharaoh at the water, => at the R1- 
vers fide, and defired that the peo- 
plc of Iſrael might goe and wor- 

ip God in the wilderneſle. 

But he refuſed, then he ſmote 
the waters in the fight of Pha- 
ra0h , and they were turned into 
blood, and the fiſh died. and tne 
river ſtanke , yet Pharaohs cart was 
hardened : this continued for ſeven 
dayecs, in which time they digged 
for water to drinke. 

Andthe Lord commanded Mo- 


ſes 
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ſes to goe againe unto Pharash, to 
letthe people of Iſrael goe,and ſtill 
his heart was hardened : arid Aaron 
fretched forth his hand with the 
Rod over the ponds, and cauſed 
frogs to come over the land of E- 
gypt; and the Magicians did the 
like: then Pharaoh called for cMo- 
ſesand Aaron, and ſaid Intreatthe 
Lord that he may take away the 
frogs from me and my people, and 
I will let the people goe that they 
may doe ſ{crvice unto the Lord. 

And Moſes ſaid, That thou mayſt 
know that there is none like rhe 
Lord our God, the frogs ſhall de- 
part, but onely they ſhall remaine 
inthe rivers ; and the Lord did ac- 
cording to the word of Moſes. 

And the Lord commanded to 
ſay nnto Aaron to ſtretch out his 
Rod and {mite the duſt of the land, 
that it may be lice thorowourt all 
Egypt,and it was ſo: and the Magi- 
cians attempted to doe the like bur 
could nor. 

And 
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_ —_—_— the King it was 
the finger of God ; yet he hearken- 
ed norWito them. - 

Then the Lord commanded Mo- 
ſes ro goe early in the morning unto 
Pharagh as he came forth and ſpeak 
rv him, that the people of Iſrael 
might goe to ſerve him; and tore! 
him what plagues otherwiſe would 
follow , but ſtill his heart was liar- 
dened: then there came a grievous 
{warme of flies into the houſe of 
Pharaoh, and into all the land of E- 

pt; and the land was corrupted 
by reaſon of the flies. 

Then Pharaoh called for Moſes 
and Aaron, and ſaid, Goe ye facri- 
fice to your God in the land : But 
Moſes (aid, they delired to go three 
daycs ons &þ for ic was an abo- 
minationto the Egyprians to ſacri- 
face in their land; and Pharaoh let 
them goe, deliring Moſes to intreat 
the Lord for him, the which he 
did, and the flies, departed out of 
the land of Egypt. 
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Yet againe Pharaoh hardened his Exod. 9. 
heart and would not let them goe: 
then all the carrell of rthqqund gf 
Egypt died; bur ofthe cartell of the 
children of Ifracl died nor one : yer ** 
was Pharaohs heart hardened, and 
would not let them goe. 
Then as the Lord commanded, 
Moſes rook aſhes of the furnace and 
ſtood before Pharaoh and ſprinkled 
ir up towards heaven, and there be- 
came boiles and blaines upon man 
and beaſt, and upon the Magicians. 
And fil was the heart of Pha- 
7a0h hardened, and would not let 
the children of Ifracl goe : and 
Moſes (tretched forth tus Rod, 
and the Lord ſent thunder 'and 
haile, and the fire ran along upon 
the ground , {@ there was fire and 
haile mingled rogerher.ſuch as was 
not fince Ml "tw, of t became 
a nation: and it ſmore both man 
and beaſt, and every herbe, and 
brake downe the trees : onely..in 
the lang of Goſhen where the _- 
ren 
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dren of Iſrael were, was none. 

Then Pharaoh (ent for Moſes and 
CAaron, and ſaid unto them, I have 
finned, the Lord is righteous, I 
and my people are wicked : Intrear 


the Lord for me. and I will ler 


ye goc. 
And <Aoſes went out of the city, 
and ſpread his hands unto the Lord, 
and the thunder and haile ceaſcd: 
yet neverthelefle Pharaohs heart 
was again hardened; neither would 
he let the children of Iſrael goe. 
And <Woſes and Aaron came a- 
gaine unto Pharaoh, and ſaid thus 
unto him: Thus ſaith the Lord 
God of the Hebrews, How long 
wilt thou retuſc to humble thy ſelfe 
before me ? let my people goe that 
they may ſerve me : and his ſer- 
vants perſwaded him to let them 
goe,bur he refuſed to heare them. 
Then = ſtrercht forth his 
Rod, over theland of Egypt, and 
there came an Eaſt winde which 
brought in Locuſts which went 
over 
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over the land of Egypr, and the 
land was darkened: and they left 
no greene thing upon the land. 
Then Pharaoh called againe for Mo- 
ſes and Aaron in haſte, and ſaid, I 
have ſinned againſt the Lord your 
God, and you : forgive my finne, 
and entrear the Lord for me. 

The which Aoſes-did, and the 
Lord ſent a mighty Weſt winde 
which did drive the locuſts into rhe 
Red Sea : but yet would nor Pha- 
ra0h let the children of Iſrael goe. 
Then the Lord commanded Moſes 
to ſtrerch forth his hand cowards 
heaven; and there was a thick dark- 
neſſe throughour the land of Egypt 
three dayes; bur all che children of 
Iſrael had light intheit dwellings. 
Then Pharaoh called unto Moſes,

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eating. of the Paſleover, it came 
ro paſſe that at midnight the Lord 
ſmote all the firſt-borne of Egypt ; 
and Pharaoh roſe up in the night, 
and all the Egyptians, and there 
was a great cry : then the children 
of Iſrael, according as they were 
commanded,deparred, taking their 
dough before it was levened, and 
the kneading troughes upon their 
ſhoulders, with great ſtore of Jew- 
els they had from the Egyprians, 
And = journied towards Swc- 
ceth , being in number abour fix 
hundred thouſand on foot, beſides 
children: after they had beene in 
Egypt foure hundred and thirty 
yeares. 

But they went not the neareſt 
way by the land of the Philiſtines : 
bur about through the wilderneſle 
of the Red Sea. 

And Moſes took the bones of 
ſeph along with him: and they 
came from Succoth in Ethem in the 
ced2c of the wildcrneſſe, and there

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encamped : and the Lord went be- 
fore them by day in a pillar of a 
cloud, and by night in a.ptar of

And when King Pharaoh heard 
they were got, he made ready fix 
ltundred choſen Chariots. 8 all the 
Chariots of Egypt and Caprains 
over them, and a great army, and 
the children of Iſrael coming neare 
the Red Sea, the Egyptians over- 
rooke them: and they were afraid, 
and cryed unto the Lord, and did 
murmur againſt Moſes exceedingly: 
thinking 1t bettcr to have ſtaid in 
Egypt : but Moſes comforted them: 
then the Lord commanded them 
ro march, and Moſes to lift up his 
Rog, and to ſtretch out his hand 0- 
verthe Sca, and the Angel, and the 
pillar of the Cloud which went be- 
fore, removed and ſtood behinde 
them: and the Lord cauſed the Sea 
rogo back by a ſtrong Eaſt winde, 
and it was dry land, and the waters 
were divided, and the children of

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Iſrael went into the middeſt of ir 
upon the dry ground, and the wa- 
rers were as a wal onevery {1de;and 
the Egyptians followed them : but 
by Gods will, when-they were in 
the middle of the water their Cha- 
riot wheels fell oft : inthe morning 
when all Iſracl was over, Moſes 
ſtretched forth his hand and the 
waters cloſed up, and Pharaoh and 
all his Army were drowned: and 
when Iſracl ſaw this great worke 
they feared the Lord, and beleeved 
him, and his ſervant Moſes : and 
Moſes and the children of Iſrael 
ſang praiſcs unto the Lord. 

After which Moſes brought the 
children of Iſracl three dayes into 
the wilderneſle and ray | no wa- 
tcr; and when they came to Marah 
the water was bitter, and the peo- 
ple murmured againſt Moſes : and 
hee prayed unto the Lord, and 
the Lord ſhewed him a tree the 
which he caſt into the water and 
they were made fweer, And then 

F 3 they 
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they came to Elim, where were 
rwelve wells of water, and ſeventy 
Palme trees, and there incamped: 
from thence they came to the wil- 
derneſle of Sin, which is betweene 
Elim and Sinai, being the fifteenth 
day of the ſecond moneth;there the 
people of Iſracl did murmur at 
Mofis and Aaron - repenting they 
came from the fleſh pots of Egypt; 
then Moſes and Aaron ſaid unto 
them, Ateven ye ſhall know that 
the Lord hath brought you out 
from the land of Egypt; and what 
are we that ye murmur thus a- 
gainſt us ? 

And as Aaron was ſpeaking to 
them. they looking towards the 
wilderneſle, the glory of the Lord 
did appeare in the cloud : and it 
came to paſle that in the evening 
the Quailes came up and covered 
the Campe, and inthe morning the 
dew lay round about the hoſt. 

And after the dew was gone, 


there lay a ſmall round thing =

And Moſes ſaid unto them, This is

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And the children of Iſrael jour- 
nied from Sin, and came to Rephi- 
dim. and there was no water to 
drinke : wherefore the people did 
chide with Moſes, and murmured a- 

ainſt him. 

And Moſes cried unto the Lord, 
ſaying, What ſhall I doe with this 
people 2 they be almoſt ready to 
ſtone me : and the Lord command- 
ed him to call the Elders of Iſrael 
and goe to the Rock in Horeb ; and 
{mite the Rock, and there ſhall 
come water out of it for the people 
to drink: and Moſes did ſo in the 
ſight ofthe Elders of Iſrael. 

Then Amalek came to fight with 
Iſrael, and Moſes bade Joſhua goc 
and meet them with a choſen com- 
pany ; and Foſbuadid ſo,and fought 
with him: and Moſes ſtood upon 
an hill with Aaron and Hur,and had 
his: Rod in his hand, and in the 
fight whiles he held up his hand the 
men of 1irac] prevailed, but when 
he let it downe Amalek prevaiicd. 
But 
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Bur Moſes hands being heavy they 
rook a ſtone and pur itunder him, 
and he ſate thereon, and Mare 
and Hur ſtaid up his hands of each 
fide; and they were ſteady untill 
the going down of the Sunne: and 

oſhua diſcomfired Amalek. There 
Meſes built an Altar and called ir 
Toſhua Niſsi.

Ned Hoe, heard the people 
weepe every man in the doore of 
his tent, andrhe anger of the Lord 
was greatly kindled ; and Moſes was 
much grieved, by reaſon of the 
great butthen that was upon him, 
of ſ{dgreat a people. 

Then the Lord commanded [c- 
venty of the Elders of Iſrael toal- 
ſift hitn, upon whom was the Spi- 
rit of the pk and the people (till 
Murmuting : and Moſes with the 
Elders came into the Camper, and

And it cameto paſlethatiAvriaes 
and Aaron ſpake againſt Afaſes,” he- 
cauſe he married an Erhioptan wo- 
man, and the anger of: the! Lprd 
was againſt them : and Aforiay bo- 
came leprous. 11 6. 

Then Aaron ſaid unto; Afaſes, As 
las, my lord, I beſcech thee lay-not 
the ſinne upon us wherein we have 
done fooliſhly. And Moſes-cryed 
unto the Lord. Then Afrriavi was 
ſent out of the Campe 7. dayes,/the 
people journeying not, bur aftex 
thattime ſhe rerurning, the C: 
removed and pitched inthe wilder- 
| nefle of Paran. 
Then the Lord commanded - 1;. 
<Moſesto ſend forth of every tribe 
one to ſearch the land of Canaan, 
and to know the ftrengrh and pler- 
| ty thereof; and they coming tothe 
| brook of Eſhcoll cut off a cluſtex of 
| Brapes, and they brought itupan a 

affe by rwo men; with, {ome 
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egarnets and figges, and did 
TE ereiatione theland:: and ſome 
ofrchem ſpake very doubrfull of the 
land, and put the people in feare. 
Infomuch as the Congregation 
wept and murmured againſt Moſes 
and Aaron, and wiſhed they had 
died in the land of Egypr, or in the 
wilderneſſe, and deſired to returne 
into Fgypr: then Moſes and Aaron 
fell on their faces before all the Al- 
ſembly of the Congregation of 
Iſrael; and Joſhua and Caleb who 
had ſearched the land, rent their 
clothes, and commended the land 
exceedingly to the people, and ad- 
viſed rhem not to rebell againſt the 
Lord. Burt they bade ſtone them 
with ſtones, and the wrath of the 
Lord was kindled againſt them: 
Bur Moſes prayed earneſtly to the 
Lord forthis people, and he heard 
him, ard "ns as.” them. 


- Bur the Lord ſaid, Becauſe all 

thoſe: men which have ſcene my 

glory, and my miracles w_ : 
W, i 
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did in Egypt and in the wilder- 
nefle, and have tempted me now 
theſe ren times, and have nor 
hearkened-to.my voice, they ſhall 
not ſee the land : bur my ſervants 
Caleb and Foſhna, becauſe they have 
followed me, them will I bring in- 
to the land whereinto they went, 
and their leed ſhall poſl&ſle it : and 
the children of Ira), and the peo- 
ple murmured exceedingly, and 
contrary to the command of Moſes, 
got up into the top of the moun- 
taine, repenting and being ready to 
goe.tothe place the 1 ord had pro- 
miſed : butthe Arke of the Cove- 
nant ſtaid behinde in the Campe z 
then the Amalekies, and the Ca- 
naanites came downe and diſcom- 
fred them, 

It came co paſſe afterwards Ko- 
rah, Dathan and Abiram,with cer- 
taine of the children of Ifracl, with 
two hundred and fifty of the Prin- 
ces of the aſſembly, men of fame 
and renoune gathered themſelves 
againſt 
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againſt Moſes and Aaron, ſaying 
unto them, Ye take too much up- 
on you, ſeeing all the congregation 
is holy : wherefore then lift ye up 
our Cves above the congregation 
ofthe Lord: then Moſes 15 gran 
them., even to morrow the Lord 
will ſhew who are his, and who arc 
holy : and Moſes ſaid unto Korah, 
Heare I pray you, ye {ons of Levi. 
Seemeth it bur a {mall thing un- 
co you that the God of Iſrael hath 
brought you ſo nearc himſclfe to 
doe the ſervice of the Tabernacle of 
che Lord, and to ſtand before the 
congregation to mimiſter unto 
them; and ſecke ye the Prieſthood 
alſo? And _ ſent for Dathan 
and Abiram, but they would not 
come up; bur murmured againſt 
Moſes, for bringing them out of the 
land of Egypt. 


And Moſes was much troubled, 


and ſaid unto Korah, Be thou and 


all thy company before rhe Lord 
with Aaron to moxrow, and _ 
| CAC 
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each of you your Cenſer, purti 
Incenſe nt and th lid ſo? 
putting fre in them, and ſtood in 
the doore of the Tabernacle of che 
congregation with Moſes and Ad- 
ron; and the glory of the Lord ap- 
peared unto them: and the Lord 
ſpake unto Moſes and Aaron, lay- 
ing, Separate your ſelves from a- 
mong this congregation that I may 
conſume 'them in a moment. And 
they fell upon their taces, and ſaid, 
O God, of the (pirits of all fleſh, 
ſhall one man fin, and wilt thou be 
wroth with all che congregation * 
And God commanded Moſes £0 
bring the people from the Taber- 
nacle of Korah, Dathan and Abi- 
ram, and hedid fo. Andall the El- 
ders of Ifracl followed him : and he 
ſpake unco them, faying, Depart I 
pray you. from the tents of rheſe 
wicked men, and touch nothingot 
theirs leſt ye be conſumed. 
And to they departed and ſtood 
inche doores of their Tents, their 
wives 
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' wives and their children: and Mo- 


ſes (aid, Hereby ye ſhall know that 
the Lord hath ſent me to doe all 
thoſe workes, for I have not done 
them of my owne minde , if theſe 
men die the common dearth of all 
men, or if they be viſited after the 
viſitation of af men, thenthe Lord 
hath nor ſent me: bur if the Lord 
make a new thing, and the earth o- 
pen her mouth and ſwallow them 
up, with all that appertaine to 
them, and they goe downe quicke 
into the pit, then ſhall ye under- 
ſtand that theſe men have provo- 
ked the | ord. 

-: And it came to paſſe as he had 
made an end of '{peaking all theſe 
words, that the ground clave aſun- 
der chat was hats them, and ſwal- 
lowed them up, their houſes and 


their goods : and the carth cloſed 


upon them, and they periſhed from 
among the congregation; and there 
came a fire ont from.the Lord, and 
conſumed 'the two hundred. 1 
"© Y 4» y 
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fifty men that offered incenſe, and 
as God commanded, Eleazer the 
ſonne of Aaron tooke the cenſers 
out ofthe fire, and made of them 
broad __ ro coverthe Altar, be- 
cauſerhey were formerly hallow- 
ed; and to be a memoraall to all 
the children of Iſrael, that no ſtran- 
ger which is not of the ſced of TH 
ron Come neare to offer incenſe be- 
fore the Lord, that he be not as 
Korah and as his company. 

But on the morrow after this 
great judgement fell upon Korab, 
the congregation murmured a- 
gainſt-cAſoſes and Aaron, laying, 
They had killed the people of the 
Lord. And they being gathered 
rogether, Moſes and Aaron looked 
rowards'the Tabernacle, and the 
cloud covered it, and the plory of 
the.Locd appeared. And Moſes 
and Aeron came before the Taber- 
nacle of the congregation : and the 
Lord ſpake unto «Moſes ſaying, 
Ger you up from among this con- 
gregauion 
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gregation that I wes conſume them 
in a moment ; and they fell upon 
their faces, and «<Aoſes bade Aaron 
rotake a Cenſcr,and pur fire there- 
in from ofthe Altar, and put on in- 
cenſe and go quickly unto the con- 
|. v0 make an attonement 
or them, for that wrath was gone 
outfrom the Lord, and theplague 
was begun : and Aaron did as cM0- 
ſes commanded, and ran irito the 
middeſt- of the congregation , but 
the plague: was begun among the 
people ; and then he put owincenſc 
and/ made art 'atronement ''for the - 
people , and: {ſtood berweene the 
dead and the{iving, and the plague 
ceaſed, Now they thar died of the 
plagne were fourercenc thouſand 
and ſeven hundred, beſtdes them 
that died abour the marrer of Ko- 
rah: and Aaron returned unto 
' Moſes tothe doorc of the Taber- 
nacle, and the plague ſtayed. 
Andthe Lord commanded CA0- 


ſes to ſpeake unto the children of 


L{rael, 
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I{acl, to bring twelve rods, for e- 
very Tribe one, and thereen to 
write their names,and to write A4- 
rons name upon the rod of Levi; 
andto lay them up in the Taber- 
nacle betore the Teftimony : and 
the Lord ſaid, That the mans rod 
whom .he ſhall chuſe, ſhall be the : 
chiefe, and ſhall bloſlome, thereby 
ro make the children of Itrael ceaſe 
from murmuring againſt Moſes and 
Aaron; and Moſes did as the Lord 
commanded, and every one of the 
Princes gave him a rod accordi 

- totheir Fthers houſes, Aarons = 
being amongſt them : and Moſes 
laid the rods before the Lord inthe 
Tabernacle of witneſle : and going 
on the morrow into the Taber- 
nacle, the rod of CAarern for the 
houſe of Zewi was budded, brought 
torth buds bloomed, and yielded 
Almonds : and Moſes brought them 
torth,and they tooke every man his 
rod : but the Lord bade Moſes to 
bring back <daroms rod before the 
Teſtimony

Teſtimony to be kept for a token 
againſt the Rebels, and-take away 
their murmurings leſt they die; 
and Moſes did ſo as God comman- 
ded : and rhe children of Iſrael 
ſpake unto Afoſes, faying, Behold, 
we dye, we periſh, we all periſh: 


" Shall we be conſumed with dying? 


And the Lord commanded the 
Tribe of Zevs to be joyned unto 
« Aarouto miniſter unto him, and 
onely that Aaron and his ſonnes 
ſhould minitter before the-Taber- 
nacle of the witneſſe, and that the 
Levites ſhould keepe the charge of 
the Tabernacle. -but they ſhould 
not -come nigh the veſſels of the 
Sanctuary and the Altar leſt AM 
ron and they ſhould die: andrhat 
no ſtranger ſhould come near them: 
and gave them many other Ordi- 
nances to obſerve. 

Then came the children of Iſrael 
unto Zin, and abode in Kadeſh 
where M:riam died and was there 
buried : and in that place was no 
Water, 
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water, in ſo much as they gathered 
themſelves rogerher againſt Moſes 
and Aaron, and the people did 
chide with Moſes, and wiſhed they 
had died with their brethren. 

Then Moſes and Aaron went 
from them unto the doore of the 
Tabernacle, and fell upon their 
fices: and che Lord bade Moſes and 
Aaron take the Rod and aflemble 
the people together, and ſpeake 
untothe Rock before them, and it 
ſhould give forth water, and they 
gathered the congregation together 
before the Rock, and Moſes ſaid un- 
to them, Heare now ye Rebels, 
muſt we terch you water our of this 
Rock 2? 

Then Moſes lift up his hand, and 
with his Rod he ſmore rhe Rock 
twice, and the water came Out- a- 
bundantly : and the congregation 
dranke, and their beaſts alſo. And 
the Lord (pake unto Moſes and Ae 
70, Becauſe ye beleeve menor to 
anRtifie me inthe eyes of the chil- 

H dren 
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afeh' of Tſacl 1, therefore ye ſhall 
f:Of bring; this! congregation into 
the land which'I have given them. 
{-Atrer this Afoſes ſent meſſengers 
to Kadeſh ro. the King of Edom, 
letting hin know ofall their paſſx- 
$ in Boy pr, and of the wonders 
tit God had done, deſiring to 
pfſe through his Countrey onely 
to 56e by the Kings high way, and 
Bay. for what they rooke: but the 
King of Edom refuſed it: where- 
fore Iſtael turned another way, and 
axine to moiit Hor, where the Lord 
tpoke'unto Moſes and CAaroy lay 
mg, "Aaron (hall be gathered ro hy 
ple. for he-ſhall nor enter int 
c land which 1 have given unto 
he children 6f Urael, ney 
apeliec dieainft my word at © 
wwhtet of Merbah : take Aro and 
#9 fOkAE Flea?he and bring ; thein 
29 tanto mitbunt Hor : wy; Moſts 
tthentup, and as the Lad 
Th pies Moſe ſes tripped A408 
mers Na Put m— aþoh 
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Eleazar his fonne, and Aaron died 


there, in the top of the mount, and ' 


Moſes and Eleazar* came downs 
from thence, and when the congre- 
on of Iſracl ſaw that Aaron was 
dead, even all the houſe of Tfrael 
mourned for him thirty dayes. 

And they journied from mount 
Hor by the way of the Red ſea, and 
compalſed rhe land of Edom, but 
they were much diſcouraged be- 
cauſe of rhe way, and the people 
ſpake againſt God and Moſes, then 
the Lord fent fiery ſerpears a- 
none't the people) who bir rhem, 
Yhercof many died, and then they 
contelſed rheir finnes unto, Moſes, 
and defired him to pray ro the 
Lord for them ; the which he did. 

And the Lord commanded Mo- 
ſes to make a fiery ſerpent, aid fet 
fupon a pole, thar every one that 
5 bitten, when he Tooketh upon it 
(half live: aid Moſes did according- 
_nks a brazen ſerpent ; and they 
thet were birren when they beheld 
lived. Hz And 
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And the children of Iſrael then 
journeyed faſter and came to Beor 
unto a place, where the Princes and 
Nobles digged it by the dire&ions 
of the Lawgiver,and went further, 
where they ſent to Sihon the King 
of the Amorites to let them paſſe 
thorough his land, paying for whar 
they had, and onely to goe the 
Kings high way while chey were 
paſt his borders, but he would not 
{uffer rhemto paſle ; but gathered 
his people rogether , and fought 
with Ifrac}; where the Amorites 
were overthrowne, Iſrael raking all 
their cities and dwelt inthem, and 
rhe Countrey thereabok.s ; and 
Moſes (ent ro {py out Jaazer, and 
drave the Amorites from thence 
and poſſeſſed it. 

And after they marched, and 
Og King of Baſhan raiſed tus 
people, and then If{rael did over- 
throw them , and poſſeſſed their 
land. 


After this the children "_ 
4's 


was King of the Moabirtes ar that 
time , who ſent meflengers unto 
Balaam to come to him, lerting 
him know, how the children of It- 
rae who came out of Egypt came 
neare him ; praying him to curſe 
them. 

And he bade the meflengers fent 
lodge there that night, but God 
{aid unto Balaam, Thou thalr nor 
goe with them : neither curſerhem 
tor they are bleſſed : and Balaam 
told the meſſengers, Get ye home, 
for the Lord refuſerh to give me 
leave to goe with you: and the 
Princes returned to Balak, faying, 
Balaam refuferh ro come with us : 
then Balak ſent Princes more ho- 
nourable then they with proffers 
unto Balaam of great preferments 
and honour unto htm : bur he an- 
lwered, If Balak would give me his 
houſe full of filver and gold , hee 

H 3 could 
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ſet forward and pirched in the 
laines of Moab: and Moab was 
afraid : Balak che ſonne of Zippor 
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could not goe beyond the com- 
mand of God, to fan lefle or more: 
but defired them to ſtay that night, 
that he might know the will of the 
Lord: and that night the Lord ſaid 
unto Balaam, If they call, goca- 
long with them, but doe that which 
I ſhall ſay unto thee. 

Then Balaam roſe up in the 
morning and fſadled his Afe, and 
went with the Princes of Moab: 
and the Angel of the Lord ſtood in 
rhe way, and as he was riding with 
his two ſervants,the Aſle ſeeing the 
Angel of the Lord, with his {word 
in his hand, he turned out of the 
way, and Balaam {mote her, it be- 
ing berweene two wals : the Aﬀe 
thruſt her ſelfe upon the wall,cruſſy 
Balaams fonte againſt the yall, and 
rhen he {more her againe ; thcn the 
Aﬀe tell down under Balaam ; and 
then he {mare the Aſle againe, and 
the Lord opened the mouth of the 
Afle, and ſhe faid unto Balaam, 


Whar have I dane unto thee that 
| thou 
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thou haſt ſmit:en me rhele thyee 
times £ and Balaam ſaid unto the 
Aſſe, Behold, rhgu haſt mocked 
me, if I had a {word I would kill 
thee: and the Aﬀe ſaid unto Bala- 
am, Am not I thine Aﬀe, upgn 
whichthou haſt ridden cver ftincc 
I was thine unto this day 7 was :I c- 
ver wont to doe fo unto thee © and 
he ſaid, Nay : then the Lord open- 
edthe eyes of Balaam and he ſaw 
the Angel of the Lord,and he bow- 
ea downe his head, and fell flat on 
his face, and ſaid, he had ſinned. 
Now therefore, it it pleaſe thee, 1 
will returne back : bur the Ange] 
ſaid, Goe on with the men, bur 
onely ſpcake that word I ſhall ſpeak 
untothee : and ſo he went with the 
Princes, and Balak hearing of. his 
coming he went ro meer him, and 
ſaid unto him, Wheretorc diddeſt 
thou not come ſooner © am not I 
able to promote thee to honour ? 
but Balaam faid, The word that 
God putgeth into my mouth will I 
ſpeake. H4 And 
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And they offered burnt-offerings, 
and he ſaid unto Balak, How ſhall 
I curſe, whom God hath not cur- 
ſed, or how ſhall I defie whom the 
L ord hath not defied? at which Ba- 
lak was offended, but he anſwered: 
muſt I not take heed to ſpeakethar 
which the Lord hath put into my 
mouth: and after other burnt-offer- 
ings at Zoph#*m, his anſwer was to 
Balak, Behold, I have received 
commandement to blefle , and he 
hath bleſſed , and I cannot reverſe 
it ; he hath not beheld iniquity in 
Facob , neither hath he ſeenc per- 
verſeneſſe in Iſrael; the Lord his 
Godis with him, and the ſhout ot 
a King is among them: then Balak 
ſaid, Neither doe thou bleſſe them 
nor curſe them : bur he anſwered, 
All that the 1 ord ſpeakerh, thatl 
muſt doe : but Balaam (ecing it wis 
Gods will to bleſle Iſrael, he left at- 
ter looking to enchantments, but 
ſer his face rowards the wilder- 
nefſe, and he ſaw 1ſrael gbicing in 

| LNCIT 
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theirtents according to their tribes; 
and the Spirit of God came upon 
him, and he ſaid, How goodly are 
thy tents, O Facob, and thy taber- 
nacles, C1ſrael, &e. then Balaks 
anger was kindled againſt him; but 
Balaam prophetied, iaying, I ſhall 
ſee him, but not now : I ſhall be- 
hold him, but not nigh : There 
ſhall come a Star out of Jacob, and 
a Scepter ſhall riſe our of Iſracl,and 
ſhall ſmire the corners of Moab, 
and deſtroy all the children of 
Seth : out of Facob ſhall come he 
that ſhall have dominion, &c. 

And Balaam role up and went 
and returned ro his place, and Ba- 
lakalio went his way. 

And Ifrael abiding in Shirtim 
the people beganne to commit 
whoredome with the daughters of 
Moab and bowed towards gheir 
gods, and the anger of the Lord 
Was kindled againſt them. 

One.of the children of Iſrael 
came and brought unto his bre- 


thren

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thren a Midianitiſh woman in the 
fight of Moſes and all the congre- 
gation of I[racl, who were weeping 
before the doore of the tabernacle, 
and when Ph:neas the ſonne of Ele- 
azar the ſonne of Aaron the Prieſt 
ſaw it, he roſe from amongſt the 
congregation, and tooke a Javelif 
in his hand and went after the man 
of Iſrael into the tent, and thruſt 
both the man and the woman, Zim- 
r7iand Cezbi,through; ſo the plague 
was ſtayed in Iſracl : and thoſe that 
dycd of the plague were twenty and 
fourc henthd 

And «Moſes defired of the Lord 
ro ſer a man qver the congregation, 
ro goc in and ont before them, that 
they may nor be as ſheep rhar have 
no ſhepherd ; and the Lord ſaid un- 
ro Aoſes, Take thee Foſhnah the 
(Gnge of Nun, a man in whom is 
the Spirit, and lay thine hand upon 
him, and ſer him before Elcazar 
the Prieſt and before all the con- 


grogation, and give him a charge 
= in 
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in their ſight; and thou ſhalt pur 
ſome of thine honour upon him, 
that all Ifrael may be obedient; 
and he ſhall ſtand before Eleazar 
the Prieſt who ſhall aske counſell 
for him, after the judgement of U- 
rim before the Lord: and «Moſes 
did as the Lord commanded him, 
and he tooke Foſhua and ſer him 
before Eleazar the Prieſt and the 
congregation ; and he laid his 
hands upon him, and gave him a 
charge as the Lord commanded by 
the hand of cAloſes. | 

After this the children of Iftael 
warred againſt the Midianites, and 
they flew the King of Midian, and 
burnt their cities, and their goodly 
caſtles, and there Balaam was line, 
they divided the ſpoyle of the 
Countrey. 


And Moſes growing old, he Deu.zr | 


called Foſhnah unto him before the - 
people, giving him good counſell, 
and bidding him to be valiant ; and 
mconrged the people , and a 
ct 
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reth forth a ſong of Gods metcies 
and vengeance. 

After which the Lord ſpake unto 
Hoſes, ſaying, Get thee up into 
chis mountain Abarim unto mount 
Nebo which is inthe land of Mo- 
ab that is over againſt Jericho, and 
behold. the land of Canaan which 
I give unto the children of I{racl 
for a_pofleſion, and dye in the 
mount whither thou goeſt up, and 
be gathered unto thy people as Aa- 
ron thy brother died in mountHor, 
aud was gathered unto his people: 
becauſe ye treſpaſſed againſt me a- 
mong the children of Iſracl at the 
warers of Meribah Kadeſh in the 
wilderneſle of Zin, becauſe ye ſan- 
ified me nor in the midf(t of the 
children of 1fracl ; yer chou ſhalt 
ſee the land, but thou ſhalt nor goe 
chither : and afrer Moſes had bleſſed 
rhe twelve Tribes of Iſrael, he went 
up from the plaines of Moab unto 
the mountaine of Nebo, and the 


Lord ſhewed him the land of pro- 
| miſe 
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miſe which was promiſed to Abra- 
hams, Iſaac and Facob : ſo Moſes the 
ſervant of the Lord died there in 
the land of Moab, according tothe 
word of the Lord, and he buryed 
him in a valley in the land of Moab 
over againſt Beth Peor : but no man 
knowerh of his ſepulchre unto this 
day : he was 120. yeares old when 
he died, his eye was not dim, nor 
his naturall force abatcd : and the 
children of Iſrael wept for Moſes in 
the plaines of Moab thirty dayes; 
and there aroſe not a Prophet fince 
in Iſracl like unto Moſes whom the 
Lord knew face to face: In all the 
lignes and wonders which the Lord 
ſent him ro doe in the land of E- 
oypt tO Pharaoh, to all his ſcrvants, 
and roall his land ; and in all that 
mighty hand, and in all that great 
terrour which Moſes ſhewed in the 
ſight of Iſrael.

Thu zyeat deliverance, O Lord, ws 
the true ty of a great mercy that did 
- follow, x. 9 was by our Moſes Fe- 
ſus Chriſt, who redeemed, and brought 
us that were Gentiles. and under the 
bondage and ſlavery of ſinne, to ſerve 
und follow him ont of the darkneſſe 
wherein we were inthrated:; being far 
wſe hen the Egyptian yoke.

that the water of Tordan was cut off 
before the Arke of the covenant 
ot the Lord when it paſſed over, 
and the Arke ſtayd in Jordan vntill 
the people were paſſed over and 
thatFoſbua had commanded twelve 
ſtones 1n the river of Jordan where 
the Prieſts had ſer their feet ro be 
placed: but the children of Reuben 
and Gad and halfe the tribe of Ma- 
naſſeh paſſed over armed before the 
children of Iſrael unto the plaines 
of Jericho being about 40000. and 
" 758 when 
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the Prieſts that bare the Ark ofthe 
Covenant were come out of Jor- 
dan,the water returned to his place: 
and thoſe ſtones which they rooke 
out of Jordan did Foſhua pitch in 
Gilgal for a roken unto their chil- 
drens children that they came on 
dry land over Jordan as he did the 
red ſea : that all the earth might 
know the power of God and feare 
him for ever. 

And all the Kings of the Canaa- 
nites and the Amorites that dwelt 
thereabout, when they heard of this 
wonderfull worke were aſtoniſhed, 
and rheir hearts failed them : and 
the Lord commanded Foſhua to 
make ſharpe kniues to circumciſe 
the Iſraelites the ſecond time, the 
which he did performe ar the hill 
of foreſkins, now all the people 
that came firſt our of Feipt were 
circumciſed : but they that were 
borne by the way as they came out 
of Ezrpt them they had not circum- 
ciled vntill now : and they con- 
tinued 
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tinued in the e untill they 
were whole: and the children of 
Iſrael encamped in Gilgal, and 


kept the Paſleover in the eveni 

bo plaines of Jericho: and a 
did cate of the old corne of the land 
the morrow afterthe Paſſeover un- 
leavened cakes and parched corne, 
and the Manna ceaſed; bur they 


did eat of the fruitof the land of 


Canaan. 
And Foſbua coming towards Je- 
richo, there ftood a man over a- 
nſt hin with his ſword drawne 
in his hand, and Joſhua went unto 
him and ſaid, Art thou for vs, or 
for our enemics, and he ſaid, Nay, 
bur as a Captaine of the hoſte of 
the Lord am I'now come: and Fo- 
ſha fell on his face to the earth,and 
did worſhip, ſaying unto him, 
What ſaith my "ps unto his ſer- 
vant: and the Captaine of the 
Lords hoſte ſaid unto Fuſhwa, Looſe 
thy ſhooc from off thy foot, for Wo 
place 
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lace whereon thou ſtandefſt is ho- 
" and Foſhua did ſo. 

Now Foſbua ſtraightly belieged 
Jericho, ſo that none could goe out 
or come in : and the Lo com- 
manded Feſhua with his army and 
7.Prieſts ro bear before the Ark 7. 
trumpers of Rams hornes, and the 
ſeventh day to compaſle the city 7. 
times, and the Prieſts to blow the 
trumpets, and the people to ſhout 
with a great ſhout: and Joſhua com- 
manded ther ſo to doe, and th 
did accordingly : and the ſevent 
day they roſe up early and compal- 
ſed the City ſeven times, and atthe 
ſeventh time when the Prieſts blew 
the rrumper Foſhua commanded the 
people to ſhout for the Lord hath 
mo_ rhe City : and it ſhall be 
accurſed , even it and all that is 
therein : onely Rahab the hartor 
ſhall live, ſhe and all that are with 
her, becauſe ſhe hid our meſſengers: 
bur ler all the gold and filver, and 
velicls of brafle and icon be con- 
ſccrared 
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ſecrated ro the Lord , they ſhall 
come into the treaſury ofthe Lord, 
So when the Prieſts ſounded the 
trumpets the people ſhoured, and 
the wals of Jericho fell flat downe 
and they tooke the City: and they 
utterly deitroyed the City, and pur 
them to the ſword man and wo- 
man, young and old, oxe, ſheepe, 
and afle ; but Foſhua ſent the two 
ſpies unto Rahabs houſe, thoſe men 
whom ſhe had entertained: and 
they brought her ſafe forth ofher 
houſe with her father and mother, 
her brethren and all ſhe had, and her 
kinred,and left them in ſafety with- 
out the Campe of Iſrael, and they 
burnt the City : and Rahab lived 
_ after amongſt the Iſraclires : 
and Foſhaa curſed the man that 
ſhould build Jericho. againe : and 
<-"tþ was famous throughout the 
and. 

But the children of Iſrael com- 
mitted a treſpaſſe in the accurſed 


thing, even Achay one of the 1 _ 
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of Zudah, for which the anger of. 
the Lord was kindled. 

And Foſbua ſent ſpies from Je- 
richo to Ai, to view the Countrey, 
and they viewed Ai. and they re- 
wrned to Foſhua, and told him,thar 
in Ai weye but few people. Foſbus 
upon thek zeport ſent thither about 
three thouſand men and they fled 
beforethe men of Ai, being migh- 
tily diſcomfired : rhe which did 
much difhearten the people of If- 
racl: and Foſhua rent his.clothes, 
and fell ro the carth upon his face 
before the Arke of the Lord unrill 
the evening, he and all the Elders 
of Iſracl, and put duſt upon their 
heads : and they did grieve exceed- 
ingly. Andthe Lord ſaid unto Fo- 
ſbua, Ger thee up, wherefore lyeſt 
thou thus upon = face, Iſrael hath 
linned and rranſgrefled my Cove- 
nant, for they have taken of the ac- 
curſed thing, they have ſtollen and 
diſembled ; therefore could not 
the children of Hracl ſtand before 
their 
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their enemies,neither will I be with 
ou any more, except ye deſtro 
Us — from <A : d 
And the Lord commanded them 
to ſantihe the people againſt the 
next day, thar the accurſed thing 
may be raken from amongſt them: 
and in the morning Feſhna roſe up 
carly and brought Ifracl by their 
tribes : and the tribe of Fudah was 
taken by lot, and cvery houſhold of 
that tribe was examined, and «A- 
chan was found to have ſtone the 
accurſed thing : and Foſhua coming 
to Achan, ſaid unto him, _Achan 
my ſ{onne, give I pray thee, glo 
_ the Lord Gol * tſraal” ani 
make confeſſion unto him; and tell 
me now what thou haſt done, hide 
itnot from me: And Achay contel- 
ſedrhe fac, ſaying, I have finneda- 
gainſt the Lord God of 1fracl : for 
when I ſaw amongſt the {poiles a 
goodly Babyloniſh garment , and 
wo hundred ſhekels of filver, and 
a wedge of gold of fifty ſhekels 
y.” weight, 
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weight, I rooke and hid-them in 
my tent : and Foſha« preſently ſent 
forthem, and being brought unto 
him, and before the children of If- 
rael, he laid them before the Lord, 
and Zoſbas and all Iſrael with him 
brought Achay, the filver and the 

old, and the Babyloniſh garment, 
Fi ſonnes and daughters, Fs OKen 
and his affes, his ſheepe, and his 
tent, and all that he had untothe 
valley of Achor, and all Ifracl 
ſtoned him with ſtones and after 
burnt them; and raiſed over him 
a heape of ſtones, ſothe Lord turn- 
ed from his fierce anger. | 

And the Lord commanded F«- Jog, s, 
ſtwaro go a ſecond time to Ai, with 
agreat army : and he choſe thirty 
thouſand of the moſt valianr men, 
ewving them direRions what ro doe 
and ſenerhem away by night, com- 
manding them to lye in ambuſh 
neare the Ciry of Ai: 'andthey lay 
beto:e Bethel and Ai: ad TO 
tolc'tarly int the morning, w_ 
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all the Elders of Iſrael, and a great 
ſtrength he marched towards Aj 
and drew near the City : and when 
the King of Ai faw it, haſtily came 
forth with his whole ſtrength to 
give bartell to Iſrael : but he knew 
not of the ambuſh : and Foſhua and 
all Iſrael ſeemed to fly before them: 
and the whole ſtrength of Ai and 
Bethel purſued them towards the 
wilderneſle : then they which were 
in ambuſh ſpeedily made; rowards 
the City, and took it: andinſtantly 
ſet it on fire. 

The men of Ai looking back and 
ſeeing their City on fire they. were 
aſtoniſhed and diſheartened: and 
being ſcattercd and in diforder,Fo- 
fone and he, army fell upon them 
one way, and they that tooke Ai 
iſſued out anather way, and ſo cut 
them off cycry man: and they took 
the King of At alive and brought 
him to Foſhua.: and the: Iſraclites, 


xerurning to Ai putall within is to 
the ſword; {o there fell char dar! of 


men 
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men and women twelve thouſand. 
And Joſhua burnt Ai downeto the 
ground; and the King of Ai he 
hanged upon a tree: and after the 
Sunne was down commanded to 
rake him downe, and his carkaſlſe to 
be caſt ar the entry of the gate of 
the City, and raiſed thereon a great 
heape of ſtones, 

And Foſbua built an Altar unto 
the 1.ord God of Iſrael in mount 
Eball, as «.1/ofes had commanded, 
and rhere they oftered ſacrifice, and 
writ the Law of «Moſes upon the 
ſtones : and there the Arke of rhe 
covenant bcing brought, all If- 
rae! and the Elders, Officers, and 
Judges (tood before it, and before 
the Prieſts and Levires that bare it : 
andthe whole Law was read-unto 
them, 


And when all the Kings on this Joſh.9. 


hide-Jordane heard of theſe things, 
they joyned together to fight with 
Toh : but- the Gibeonites had 

Nt L heard 
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heard what they had done to Je- 
richo and Ai ; they cynningly came 
unto Faſhua in poore habite and 
great. humyliation unto the campe 
ar Gilpal : and there made their 
peace with Foſhua and the Princes 
of the Congregation who {ware 
unto-them. But after the Princes 
finding theyhad deceived them, for 
their oath ſake they would not de- 
troy them : and Foſhua called them 
before him, and ſaid, Wherefore 
have you beguiled us, ſaying, you 
dwelt a farre off when ye dwell a- 
mong us ? for this deceit ye ſhall 
be bondmen and heywers of wood 


- anddrawers of water for the houſe 
- afmy (God: and they ſaid, Ir was 


ralcbus that Moſes commanded we 
ſhauld be wholly deſtroyed, there- 
fore we were afraid and did this 


thing, and doe with ug as thou 


——_ : and Joſhua daved their 
ves, and made them' hewers of 
weodand drawers of water for the 
congre- 
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congregation, and for the altar of 
the Lord ; and ſo they did continue 
to doe. 


Now the King of Jeruſalem-and Joſh. 16: 


the other Kings underſtanding that 
the Gibconites had made peace 
with Ifracl; and Gibcon being a 
great Cicy they feared greatly, 
therefore five Kings and all the 
firength they could make came and 
encamped before Gibeon, they of 
the City having made their peace - 
wich Foſhns, ſent preſently for aid 
unto him : then preſently Foſbus 
marched with a mighty army from 
Gilgal roward Gibecon all nighr', 
and falling ſuddenly upon them 
gavethem a great deteare : and fly- 
ng before Iſrael the Lord caſt great 
ſtones from heaven upon them,and 
kil'd more of them then the ſword 
ind the Sunne and Moone ſtood 
ſtllthat day, unrill che people had 
deſtroyed cheir enemies : and 
hes and all Ifrael returned to Gil- 
gl; bur che five Kings fled and 
L 2 hid 
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hidthem in a cave :- afterwards 7o- 


fſhua commanded they ſhould bee 


brought forth, then Joſhua called 
for all the men of Iſrael, and ſaid 
unto the Captaines, Come neare 
and pur your feet upon the necks 
of theſe Kings,and they did fo : and 
after Foſhua commanded them to * 
be hinged'upon five trees,and there 
they did hang untill the evening: 
indi being taken down,Foſhua com- 
manded they ſhould be caſt into 
the. cave where they were found 
and laid great ſtones to the caves 
mouth : and Foſhua conquered all 
che Countrey and put them to the 
ſword : "a Lord God of 1ſracl 
fought for-Iſracl : and Joſhua re- 
rurned and all Tfrael! with him unto 
the campe to Gilgal. 
 Afﬀterthis Fabzz King of Hazar, 
Fobab King of Madon, and all the 
Kings north ofthe mountaines, ga- 
thered themſelves rogether and 
raiſed a marvellous great hoſt : and 
pitched thenaſclves rogether by the 
WALCTS 
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waters of Merom to fight againſt .. 
Iſrael : and Foſhna came and all his 
eople of war with him, and came 

luddenly upon them by the waters 
of Merom, and pur them to a very. 
great ſlaughter, and chaſed them 

- unto great Zidon and Mizpeh, 
houghing their horſes, and burning 
their chariots : and Joſhua returned 
and took Hazor and kilFd the King 

thereof, and did all things as the

and they ſhall receive him in: and 
if he be followed thither they ſhall 
not deliver him back. becauſe he 
did the a@t unwittingly and hated 
him not before time. 
And they appointed Kedcfh in 
Gallole in mount Nepthale , and 
Shechem in mount Ephraim, and 
Hebron in the mountaine of Judah: 
and onthe other {ide Jordan by Je 
richo Bezer in the wilderneſle out 
of the tribe of Reuben, and R# 
moth in Gilead out of the tribe oi 
Gad, and Golon out of the tribe of 
Mandaſteh. | 
Thele were the Cities appointed 
forall the children-of Iſrael, andfor 
the ſtrangers ehar' ſojoutned + 
os = mong 
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mong them, that whoſoever killeth 
any perſon at unawares may flee 
thither, and not die by the avenget 
of blood untill he ſtand before the. 
congregation. 24 

Now after the land was cot 
quered, and every tribe ſettled in 
their ſeverall diviſions. 

Fofbua called tor the Reubemites; 
the Gadites, and the halferribe of 
Manafſeh, and commended. them 
for their vatour, and obedience to 
the Commandtnent of their Lord: 
2nd {aid unto them, Now the Lard 
hath given reſt unto your bfcthref, 
returne you unto the land of our 
poſſeſhhon which Moſes the feryant 
of God gave you on the othet fide 
of Jordane, bur be carctull ro 'doe 
the commandements and rhe Law 
which Moſes gave you, and love the 
Lord your God and fervehim with 
all your heart, -and with all your 
loules ; ſo Foftwa bleſſed them and 
lent them away; and they'deparred 
from the children of Ifract-oim of 

| Shiloh: 
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of their poſſeſhon formerly by the 
hand of Moſes, and when they came 
tothe borders of Jordan,there they 
built an altar by Jordan, and when 
the children ot Iſrael heard thereof 
they gathered themſelves together 
a Shiloh to goe and warre againſt 
them, and they ſentunto them Phi- 
eas the ſonne of Eleazar the Prich, 
and with him ten Princes of each 
tribe of Iſracl one,and coming unto 
the children of Reuben,Gad and Ma- 

eh unto Gilead, and ſaid unto 
chem, Thus faith the congregation 
ofthe Lord : What treſpaſle 15 this 
that ye have commitred againſt the 
God of Iſrael, ro turne away from 
following the Lord in tha ye have 
built you an altar 2 Is the iniquitie 
of Peor too little for us, from 
which we are not cleanſed untill 
this 'day although there was 2 
plague in the congregation of the 
Lord? ifthe Land you poſleſlc be 
uncleane. then come over to Us 

14 where 
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where the tabernacle dwelleth and 
take poſſeſſions amongſt us, bur re- 
bell not againſt the Lord, nor re- 
bell againſt us in building you an 
altar beſide the Altar of the Lord 
our God. Did not Achan commir 
a finne in the accurſed thing, and 
wrath fel on all the congegation of 
Iſrael, and that man periſhed not a- 
lone in his iniquitic 7 rhen the chil- 
dren of Reuben, Gad and Manal- 
ſch anſwered them : T he Lord 
God of gods, The Lord God of 
gods,and Iſrael ſhall know that this 
1s no rebellion in building this al- 
tar : being not intended to offer 
thereon burnt offerings, or mear 
offerings, or peace offerings there- 
on; but onely our reaſon was to {cr 
up a monument for feare of the 
time ro come, that your children 
might ſpeake to our children, W hat 
have you todo withthe Lord God 
of Iſrael 2 becauſe the river Jordan 
nath divided us, and ſo your chil- 
dren make our children ccaſe from 
tearing 
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fearing the Lord: and therefore we 
raiſed that altar, not for burht-of- 
ferings, but that it may be a wit- 
neſſe betweene us and you and our 
generations after us, that we may 
doe the ſervice of the Lord before 
him with our burnt offerings and 
with our ſacrifices, and with our 
peace offerings that your children 
may not ſay to our children in time 
ro come, Ye have no part in the 
Lord, and therefore this altar we 
have made is a witneſſe unto you 
and to your children hereafter. 

God forbid that we ſhould have 
any altar but that Altar of the Lord 
our God that is before the taber- 
nacle:and when Phineas the Prieſt, 
the Princes of the congregation, 
and the Elders of Iſrael heard this 
from them, Phineas ſaid unto them, 
This day we perceive that the Lord 
15 among us becauſe þ oy have not 
committed this treſpaſle againſt thc 
Lord : and they returned unto the 


land of Canaan unto the chives 
0 
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of Iſrael, and they all rejoyced and 
bleſſed God, and the children of 
Reuben, Gad and Manaſſch, called 
the altar Ed, as a witnefle berweene 
the Lord and them : and after that 
God gave reſt unto Iſrael from 
their enemies round abour, 


And Foſhua waxen old,called for jog. zz. * 


all Iſrael and for their Elders, fot 
their heads, aud for their Judges, 
and told them of all things the 
Lord had done forthem, and what 
the Lord would doe if they ſerved 
him : counſelling them to be vali- 
ant and couragious, and to ke 

the Law delivered deny and 
not to turne neither ro the right 
hand nor tothe lefr, nor to leane to 
the gods of the heathens : nof to 
(weare by them, or make tas 
riages with them, if they did 10, 
that they would be ſnares and traps 
unto them and rthorhis in their eyes 
untill chey periſhed 'from off the 
good land the Lord had givin 


them. 
And 
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And he ſaid, I am going the 
way of all the earth, and you know 
nothing hath failed you that the 
Lord promiſed you: but it you 
rranſs the Covenant of the 
Lord your God, and ſerve other 
gods and bow your ſclves to them, 
then ſhall the anger of the Lord be 
kindled againſt you, and ye ſhall 

iſh from the had, 

And Foſhua againe gathered all 
the tribes of Iſrael to Shichem and 
called for all the Elders of Iſrael, 
and they preſented themſelves be- 
fore God, and Foſhua told them of 
all the good things that the L ord 
had done to the children of Iſrael 
from Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob to 
- that time. And the people aid. 
they would ſerve no other gods 
then the God that brought them 
and their fathers ' out the land of 
Egypt fromthe houſe of bondage, 
and which did thoſe great thimgs in 
their ſight, and preſerved them in 
all their waies : and after much 
per{wa- 
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r{waſions of Foſhua unto the 

= to ſerve the 4 ord: he ws. 
covenant with them that day, and 
ſer them a Starure and an Ordi- 
nance in Shechem, & Foſhua wrote , 
it in the book of the law of God, 
and took a great ſtone and ſer it up 
there under an oke that was by the 
Sanctuary of the L ord : ſo Foſbue 
ler the people depart every man to 
h:s inheritacce, and after he depart- 
ec 10 his fathers, being one [a 
dred and ten yeares old: and they 3,g. :4.

Then 7ſaiab the ſonne of CAHmes 
ſent unto HeJek:ah, ſaying, Where- 
as he had prayed unto rhe Lord a- 
-4inſt Senacherib, che Lord would 
1eare him, and put a hooke in 
11s noſe, and a bridle in his lips and 
aurne him backe by the way he 
came, and that he ſhould not come 
into the city of Jerufalem,nor ſhoot 
an arrow there, nor caſt a banke or 
trench againſt it ; but would detend 
and preſerve the city for his owne 
ſake, and for his ſervant Davids 
ſake: and the Angel of the Lord 
went forth and {more inthe Camp 
of the Afſyrians one hundred foure 
ſcore and five thouſand : ſo Sexa- j,, ., 
cherib King of Aſfyria departed and 
returned and dwelt at Niniveh: 
and after it came to paſſe as he was 
worſhipping in the houſe of Niſ- 
76h his god, that CAdramelech and 
Sharezar his ſons ſore him with 
the ſword, and they eſcaped jw 
c 


Iſa.38. 
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the land of Armenia, and Eſarhad- 
don his ſonne reigned in his ſteed. 

And in thoſe dayes was Heze- 
kiah King of Iſrael fick unto the 
death, and 1ſaiah the Prophet came 
unto him, and ſaid, Thus ſaith the 
Lord, Set thine houſe in order fo 
thou ſhalt die:then Hezekiah turned 
his face towards the wall 8 prayed 
unto the Lord, Saying, Remembe! 
now, © Lord, I doe beſeech thee, 
how I have walked before thee in 
truth and with a perfc& heart : and 
he wept exceedingly : then camc 
the word of the Lord to Iſaiah, ſay- 
ing, Goe,and fay to _ w- - 
ſaith the Lord, the God of David 
thy father, I have heard thy prayer, 
and have ſeenethy teares, Behold, 
I will adde untothy dayes fiftcenc 
yeares, and I will deliver thee and 
this city out of the hand of the 
King of Afſyria. 

And this ſhall be a ſigne unto 
thee from the Lord, I will bring a- 
gaine the ſhadow of the degrees 
which 
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which is gone downe in the Sunne- 
dyall of Ahax ten degrees back- 
ward: and HeZekiah praiſed the 
Lord for his mercy, ſaying, The 
Lord was ready to ſave me, there- 
fore will 1 fing my ſong to the 
ſtringed inſtruments all che daies of 
my life in the houſe of the Lord: 
and Iſaiah gave order to apply unto 
him a Jump of figs, and lay it as a 
plaſter upon his boyle , which did 
heale him. | 


About that time Merodach Bala- 10.9. 


41n the ſonne of Baladan King of 
Babylon ſent a letter and preſents 
unto Hezekiah hearing he had been 
licke: and the King was glad of 
their coming,and entertained them 
with great courtcſie, and ſhewed 
them all his precious things ; rhe 
filver, gold, ſpices, and the pre- 
cious ointments ; his armour, and 
all that could be ſeene in his houſe, 

or his dominions. 
Then came 1/a1ah the Prophet 
unto King Heekjah and faid unto 
him, 


| Iaz7, 
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him, What ſaid theſe men, and 
from whence came they 2 and He- 
Fekiah (aid, They came even from 
Babylon: then {aid he, What have 
they (cenc inthine houle 2 and He- 
zekiah anſwered, I have ſhewed 
them all in my treaſures, and no- 
thing have IT hid from them: then 
faid Iſaiah unto him, Heare the 
word of the [ord of hoſts, Behold, 
the dayes will come thar all thar is 
within thine houſe, and that which 
thy fathers have laid up in ſtore un- 
till this day ſhall be carried to Ba- 
bylon, nothing ſhall be lefc, ſairh 
the Lord : and of thy ſonnes which 
ſhall iſſue from thee ſhall they rake 
away, and they ſhall be Eunuches 
in the palace of the King of Baby- 
lon. And according to this pro- 


. phefie, many yeares after it came 


to paſle. 

Feremiah living at that time 
when Nebwhadzezar came to be- 
ſiege Jeruſalem, he told them what 


would befall : but the Princes were 
wroth 
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wroth with him and put him in pri- 
ſon: after he had beene there many 
dayes Zedekiah the King ſent and 
rooke him out, and the King ask- 
ed him ſecretly, Is there any word 
from the Lord * and Feremiah ſaid, 
There is: for thou ſhalt be deliver- 
ed into the hand of the King of Ba- 
bylon, therefore heare me, O my 
lord the king, let my ſute come un- 
tothee, that I may not xerurne to 
priſon where I was, leſt I dye there: 
then the' King commanded he 
ſhould be committed into another 
priſon, and that he ſhould have gi- 
ven him daily a piece of bread our 
of the Bakers ſtreet, whiles the 
bread laſted : bur ſtill the Propher 
perſiſted, and rold rhem, Thus faith 
the L ord, This city ſhall ſurely be 
given intothe hank of the King of 
Babylons army: therefore the Prin- 
ces were incenſed againſt him, and 
ſaid unto the King , We beſeech 
thee, letthis man be purto death, 
for thus he weakeneth the bends of 

< 
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the men of warre and all the people 
in this city in ſpeaking thus unto 
them. 

And the King ſaid, He is in your 
hands, doe with him what you 
pleaſe: and they tooke Feremiah 
and caſt him in a dungeon, and 
they ler him downe by a ropc, and 
in the dungeon was no watcr but 
myre that he ſunke in: and ſome 
men complained of this cruclty 
done ro Feremiah unto the King, 
who commanded thirty men to 
goe and take up Feremiah our of the 
dungeon: and they tooke old rags 
and caſt chem downe into the dun- 
geon, the which Feremiah put un- 
der his arme pits, and ſothey drew 
him up: and Zedekiah the King 
ſent for Feremiah and ſaid unto 
him, I will aske thee a thing, hidc 
nothing from me : and Feremiah 
faid unto the King, It I declare it 
unto thee, wilt thou not put me to 
death * and if I givethee counſel! 


wilt thou hearken ro mee 2 1o rhe 
| King 
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king (ware ſecretly unto Jeremiah 
faying, as the Lord liverh that 
fade us this ſoule, I will not put 
thee ro dearh, nor give thee in- 


to the hands of theſe men thar ſeek 
thy life. 


Then he ſaid unto the king, thus Jer-3%-? 
faith theLordGod of hoſts the God 7 


of Tfrael , ifthou wilt goe forth to 
the Ptinces of the king of Babylon, 
then thy ſoule ſhall live; and this 
ciry ſhall not be burnt with fire, 
and thou and thy houſe ſhall live. 
But if thon wilt not goe forth unto 
them, then ſhall this city be given 
tothe Chaldeans, and they ſhall 
burn it, and rhou ſhalr not eſcape 
out of their hands, and the king 
aid unto Jeremiah , I amafraid of 
the Jewes that are fallen to the 
Chaldeans, leaſt rhey deliver me 
torheir hands, and they mock me. 
Bur the Propher ſaid, they ſhall 
hot Aeliver thee, obey I beſeech 
thee the voice of the Lord, ſo ſhall 
t bee well with thee. Bur if thou re- 
N talc 


judgement upon him , and cauſed 
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fuſcro goc forth, this is the word 
that thel.ordhath ſhewed me. T hen 


_ ſaid Zedckiah unto Jeremiah , ler 


no man know of theſe words. and 
thou ſhalt not die; the which he 
did: ſo Jcremiah after, abode inthe 
Count of the priſon, untill the day 
that Ierufalem was taken. 

And it cameto paſſc on the ninth 
year of Zedekiah king of Iudah, | 
Nebuchadnezzer king of Babilon, 
and his army came before Ieruſa- | 
Jem and beſieged it, and intheele- | 
venth' yeare of Zedekiah the city | 
wastaken,, and all the Princes of 
the:king of Babilon entered the 
City.,, at Which time TZedekiah | 
and-all his men 'of warre fled out 


of the city by night, by the way | 


of the kings gardens, bur the ar- 
my of the Chaldeans purſued at- 
terthem , and overtook Zedckiah 
inthe plaines of Iericho , and took 
him & brought him to Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babilon, who gave 


his 
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his ſonnes to be ſlaine before his 
face, and all the Nobles of Judah, 
and he put our the eyes of Zede- 
kiah, and bound him in chaines te 
carry him to Babilon, and they 
burnt Ieruſalem, and brake down 
the walls thereof, and carried cap- 
tive to Babilon all the remainder of 
the —_ that were within the ci- 
ty, but left the poorer ſort that had 
nothing, and gave them vineyards 
and fields; and the king of Babilon 
gave charge concerning Jeremiah 
to take him, and doc him no harm, 
but uſe him with all kindneſſe, fo 
they rook Jeremiah our of the 
Courr of the priſon , and ſent him 
home, ſo he dwelt among the peo- 
ple.

2 new cart, and rake two milch 
kine , on which there hath come no 
yoke, tye the kine to the cart, 
and bring the calves home trom 
them,and take the Ark of the Lord 
and lay it upon the carr, and put the 
jewels of gold which ye return for 
a treſpaſle offering in a coffer, and 
rye, by the fide thereof, and (end it 
away; and ſee if it goc by the way 
of his own coaſlte to Bethſhemcſh,if 
{o, then he hath done us the great 
evill. Butif not, and that it goe a- 
no:her way, we will rake it a3 a 
chance that happened to us; and 
they did do what was commanded 
them, and laid the Ark upon the 
cart,and the coffer, with the Jewels; 
and the kine took the ſtreight way 
of Berhſhemeſh , and went lowing 
along the high way, and turned nor 
aſide;8 the Lords of the Philiſtines 
went afterthem; and they of Beth- 
ſhemeſh were reaping their wheat, 


and ſecing the Ark they rejoyced 
O3 tO 
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to ſee it, and the cart came into the 
field of Foſhuah, a Bethſhemite, 
and ſtood there where there was a 
great ſtone , and they clave the 
wood of the cart , and offered the 
kine a burnt offering unto the Lord, 
and the Levites rook downe the 
' Ark of the Lord, and the coffer, 
withrhe Jewels, and put them on a 
reat ſtone, and the men of Berh- 
femeſh offered burnt offerings,and 
ſacrificed the ſame day unto the 
Lord. 

And when the I ords of the Phi- 
liſtines had ſeenthoſe things , they 
returned to Ekron , and the ſtone 
whereon they ſet the Ark, is called 
the great ſtone of Abell which is in | 
the Feld of Toſhnah theBethſhemite, 
and the Lord {mote che men ot 
Bethſhemeſh , becauſe they had 
looked into the Ark of the Lord, 
even fifty thouſand men, and the 
poogen mented , and they {ent 
meſſengers to the inhabitants of 
Kiriath-jearim to ferch up the Ak

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unto them , and rhey came and 
terched the Ark of the Lord unto 
them,and brought it intorhe houle 
of Abinadab in the hil, and fancti(1- 
ed Eleazer his ſonne ro keep the 
Ark of the Lord, and there it con- 
tinued twenty yearcs, and allthe 
houſe of Iſrael lamented after the 
Lord. 

And long after twenty yearcs, 
David gathered all che cholen men 
of Ifracl, and went with them, 
from Baal of Judahro bring up che 
Ark of the Lord of hoſts that 
dwelleth berween the Cherubins, 
and they {ct the Ark of God upon

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Nachons threſhing floore,{J3ah pur 
forth his hand to the Ark of God 
and took hold of it, for the Oxen 
ſhook it; and the anger of the Lord 
was kindled againſt Yzzah, and 
God ſmote him there for his error, 
and he died by the Ark of God, 
and David was afraid of the Lord,

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by Davidand all the hoſte of Iſrael, 
with ſhoutings, and with the ſound 
of Trumper,into the city of David, 
but ©Michall, Sanls daughter , lov- 
kedrhrough a window, and fſecing 
king David leaping and dancing 
betore the Ark , ſhee deſpiſed 
him, and they brought the Ark 
of the Lord , and ſet in the ra- 
hernacle that David had made tor 
it, and then David offered burnt ot- 
ferings and peace offerings to tl:c 
Lord and bleſled the people in the 
name ot the L ord of hoſts ; and he 
gaveto every man and woman of 
all Iſrael , bread, fleſh, and wine; 
and ſo they departcd every one to 
their houſe. 

And David returning to bleſle 
his houſe, cAichall the daughter of 
Saul came out to meet him, & laid, 
how glorious was the king of I{racl 
this = who uncovered himlelt in 
the cys of the hand-maids of his ſer- 
vants, 4s one of rhe vain tellowes, 
ſhameleſly uncovererh himlelt- and

to break with pride of ſpirit within the | 
borders of monnt Sinat, contrary to thy 
commands, good Loyd let me leave my © 
Indgement in poimts of faith, to the © 
Prieſts that thou haſt appointed to come .\ f 
into the inner Temple of thy holi- 
neſſe, where they doe receive the holy 
oracles of truth from thee 10 deliver

rous a rock, and let me not follow my 
own will and fancie, and keep thy ſer- 
vant from raſh and heady reſolutions, 
and not be too confident of my own op1- 
»iom, for what am 10 Lord, tobuild a 
Church to my own weak imazination, 
torend my ſelfe from the Elders and 
Congregation of Iſrael, to go 4 adding 
after my own 1xvextions , and to fail 
into the traps of innovations , and the 
private opmions of theſe bad and dan- 
gerous times, the Seminaries and ſeed- 
plots of ſedition aud tumults, the ruine 
of Church and Common-wealth, of all 
order, government, charity , and bro- 
therly lowe.

| Cret judgements ;- yet out of thy great 
and wonderfull mercy to mankind, ac- 
cording to thy- promiſe, and prophe- 
ſes , 4 Meſsias did come to redeeme 
the Gentiles, and to bring them unto 
thee, and that great mercy of his Re- 
demption, ahich nur mercy Was 
by my bleſſed Redeemer and Saviour 
Teſws Chriſt, the long hoped for Meſsi- 
45 deſcended from the roote of Jeſle the 

eat deliverer of the Gentiles, from 
the thraldome and (bondage of ſinne, 
whom 10 creature could redeeme, but 
that immaculate lamb the ſonne of God, 
deſcended from that bleſſed root, of 
whom all the Prophets have ſo nwh 
propheſied , and above all, the Prophet 
Eſaiah of the calling of the Gemiles, 
and the great viſibility of the Church, 
that ſhould be at his coming, for all the 
world to ſee aud follow ; and by which 
they. ſhonld learn to leave all blind cor- 
ners, and crooked by-paths of igno+
